of 


said mine by other parties equally 
in- 


terested. I 
hope this is morely a joke 


of the editorof the Ledger. 
The labor 
agitation! 
What 
in the. world has 
capital to contend with the labor ques- 
tion in these 
mountains, 
where tho 


whole community 
itself having 
the 


welfareof the mining industry at heart, 
pushes the wheel. - Labor agitation! 
Indeed some -legitimate question may 
arise anywhere in manufacturing and 
Industrial 
centers 
upon which some- 
times the laboring class has had, and 
may have yet, the right to demand 
a 


redress for suffered abuses, 
such 
de- 


mand may be highly justified in their 
connection 
with a set of employers, 


whoby mere chance may rise to power 
and wealth, and have the inclination to 
oppress the poor. 
There are besides 
legitimate 
questions 
to bo also con- 
sidered, 
such 
as the inviolable right 
that a man has to engage his labor, his 
learning, and his capital for furthering 
the progress and prosperity of himself, 
his country and his fellowmen, without 
being hampered or molested. But.no 
such questions are at stake here, that 
I 
know of. Our community is made up 


of mixed elements, 
besides the mine- 
workers, 
of the various unassuming 


arts and trades, allpeacefully pursuing 
their workfor the acquirement oftheir 
home comfort and happiness. 
There 
is no dissension 
between 
capital and 


labor here. 
Good miners fare quite

Small' potty questions 


of personal prejudice and social ostra- 
cism are 
tho only few incidents 
in 


routine lifeinthose mountains. 
They 
arUe 
mostly in small places, 
where 


emulation by well-meaning people in 
doing good is hindered 
by a lacking 


comfort and steadiness inearning. But 
steadiness inearning willcertainly 
not 


be attained here by either capital or 
labor agitations. ;Prosperity and hap- 
piness inour community do not ariso 
alone fromhaving a supply ofmen fully 
willingto engage inmining, but from 
solving the problem to have something 
to mine. 
And this. something even 
when traced somewhere isan incognita, 


I 
am not a sympathizer 
with either 


the agitators of the labor or the agi- 
tators of the capital question concern- 
ing mining affairs in this state. 
Both 


agitations inmy estimation; seem to be 
born out of a wrong departure 
from a 


moral sense of justice, 
and the meas- 


ures of expediency tobe fostered, merely 
by an unwarranted 
apprehension 
on 


one side and demagogue 
principles on 


the other. 
But to come down to the 


subject. 
Why, mayI 
ask, the Bunker 
Hillparticularly should concern itself 
with the labor question? 
And why not 


the Fremont, the Keystone, 
the Ken- 


nedy, and many other mining opera- 
tions as equally concerned 
in the suc- 


cess of their enterprise 
underground? 


The Bunker HillConsolidated 
Mining 


Company is incorporated withacapital 
stock of200,000 shares at the par value 
of $1per share. 
Afew prominent citi- 


zens, wellknown in financial and politi- 
cal circles of this county, were the 
promoters ofsaid incorporation. 
They 


paid for the property about 
$30,000. 


They had reserved for themselves 
and 
their intimate friends something 
over 


100,000 shares of the so-called paid up 
stock, 
with the understanding 
that 


the other 
100,000 
shares 
should 
be 


floated inthe market for investment by 
people of modest means on tbe instal- 
ment plan, for the purpose of raising 
the needed funds to develop the mine, 
and bring itto a paying basis. 
The in- 


vestors 
in this -working stock,

their families, the sum of $115,000: for 
its development up to date.- 
They have 


exerted their patience and good nature 
during almost four years, inthe anxious 
expectation of realizing alegitimate re- 
turn on their investment.

to establish witha degree of certainty 
whether withinthat spot ofthe mother 
lode there is a mine or not, and it has 
been stated that there is one.

a shrinkage in every department

trade. Itmeans a reduction ofpopu- 
lation; a diminuation 
in the sum 


paid out for wages, 
and a corres- 


ponding reduction in the purchasing 
Ipower available for necessaries

luxuries. 
As 
far as 
numerical 


strength is 
concerned, 
the labor- 


bunion 
cause 
does 
not amount 
to 


much. 
The same may be truthfully 


said of the material which comprises 
the backbone of the movement. It 
represents 
no property interests 
of 


consequence; 
those who have con- 


tributed by the investment of capital 
and the selection of this locality for 
the building of their homes, are not 
identified withitto any appreciable 
extent. 
Many of these have their 


all of worldlygoods at stake; 
they 


expect Jackson to be their abiding 
place in the future as in the past: 
they are content withthe conditions 
that have prevailed here, 
and tbe 


unsettlement of those conditions fills 
them withmisgivings. 
We yield to 


no one in our desire for the fullest 
measure 
of prosperity for the wage- 


earners. 
Their prosperity 
means 


the prosperity of all classes. 
We 
know also that they cannot be pros- 
perous 
with capitalists dissatisfied 
and 
manifesting 
a disposition 
to 


contract their enterprises. 
This is 
:unquestionably 
the feeling that pre- 


vails in investing 
circles 
to-day. 


We are already feeling the effect 
of 


this state of affairs. 
We shall feel 
itstillmore ifitcontinues. 
We be- 
lieve,come what may, there 
will be 
:no strike in Jackson. 
By that we 


mean there will be no long-drawn- 
out struggle between 
the forces 
of 


labor 
and the employers 
of labor 


here. 
At the firstblush of an open 


rupture, twoor three of our principal 
mines wo.uld simply come to a dead 
standstill. 
If that comes 
to pass, 


there 
is 
no 
telling, when 
they 


.willbe re-opened. 
Low grade prop- 


ositions, such as the mines here, will, 
not justify the vast outlay involved 
inreopening after a long period of 
idleness. The old Eureka, shut down 
by fire 25 years ago, withpay ore at 
the bottom, 
has 
remained 
closed. 


Capital hesitates 
to venture heavily 


inreopening mines which have bare- 
lypaid expenses. 
Now in the situa- 


tion that confronts 
us, it behooves 


every business 
man to take a de- 


cisive stand. 
Itremains with them 
in a great measure 
to settle 
this 


matter. Itis no time toplease both 
sides for fear of losing- a little pat- 
ronage. 
While wishing the mine- 


workers well,let them show a solid 
front for the continuance 
of work at 


the mines. 
They can show that 


their sympathies 
are not with the 


agitators. 
In this 
way, they will 


hold up the hands of the operators, 
anid moral 
encouragement 
goes a 


long way ina crisis like this. 
Show 


a kindlyfeeling toward the laboring 
men by telling them 
to quit their 


foolishness 
and 
go back 
to their 


work. No doubt they can get work 
ifthey will simply cease 
plottings 


which the mine owners interpret, as 
masked threats against their inter- 
ests. 
This, in our humble 
opinion, 
is the only path of safety. 
In the 
face of a common danger, let us lay 
aside 
all party 
differences, 
and 
boldly and unitedly face the issue.

not ask for an advance in wages; 
they 


admit that the mines aro paying all 
they are able topay; but a reduction 
ofhours is wanted.

they now do in ten.

say that 
the.recognition of the union is the one 
thing wanted;.that the fact of belong- 
ing to tho union shall not be considered 
a bar to employment.

tion of the union, bolioving"that with 
the power of numbers, and the financial 
backing of the Federation 
they can 


force the mine owners 
to accede 
to 
their demands. 


A convention of representatives 
of 


miners' 
unions, 
affiliated with tbe 


Western Federation of Miners, 
met in 
Jackson Friday and Saturday. 
It was 
called for the purposu of discussing tho 
labor situation in Jackson 
from the 


union standpoint, 
and deciding 
upon 


some definite course of action. 
Mr. 
Moore, from Arizona, was the repre- 
sentative of the Western 
Federation. 
There 
were delegates 
from 
Angels 


Camp, 
from Tuolumne 
and 
Nevada 
counties. 
In at), some 
eight or nine 
from outside 
places 
met 
with the 


members 
of the local 
organization. 


Meetings were held Friday and Satur- 
day evenings. 
Of course the proceed- 


ings were secret, and we are not in a 
position to give a fulland accurate 
re- 
port of what transpired. 
From the 
small driblets ofinformation that have 
leaked out, however, Itseems that the 
gathering was as much at sea on the 
subject of what should be done, as the 
local men were before the convention 
was called. Itisreported that upon a 
close examination of the affairs by the 
representative from headquarters, 
the 
conclusion was reached 
that it would 
be sheer folly to dream of a strike. He 
told them, so itis said, that they had 
better reorganize; that different mater- 
ialwas necessary in the organization; 
that a miners' union was presumed 
to 
be a union of working men identified 
withthe mines, not a hodge-podge of 
every calling^ under the sun. It was 
useless to think ofmaking any move in 
defense of,union principles under pre- 
vailing conditions. 
This man, . no 
doubt, 
has had experience in labor 
troubles elsewhere. 
Whether 
he has 
or not, Ifrumor has reported him cor- 
rectly, his head is unquestionably 
level 
on this issue.

From 
his standpoint a show that demands 
50 


cents general admission must necessari- 
ly be worthy of support. 
The high 
charge is a guarantee of high quality. 
We presume 
the free show business 
al?o comes under the ban of this critic. 
Afree show must be dear as a gift, 
because itis cheap. 
The reasoning 
is 
very logical. 
But he 
deplores 
the 
wasting of so much good money. 
It 
might bo put to better use In the im- 
provement 
of 
gardens 
and 
streets. 
Alas! The dear people ought to form 
a union for the purpose of engaging his 
valuable services In telling them how 
they ought to distribute their loose 
change. . They are very much in need 
of a guardian 
on that vital question. 
Itis the same old selfish tune that was 
played some nineteen hundred 
years 
ago over the costly ointment that was 
wasted in anointing the earth's 
most 
distinguished visitor. The Ledger be- 
lieves that the show business —whether 
of the cheap, dear or free character- 
is a ligitimato enterprise, as much so as 
running a newspaper. 
We are pleased 
to see them come here. 
Their coming 
means the circulation ofmoney, and it 
is the circulation of money that makes 
business. 
Ifeveryone would heed the 
advice of our local Solomon, 
and at- 
tend tohis own garden patch in spare 
moments —assuming that everyone has 
a garden to attend to, which is a won- 
derful stretch of the imagination —what 
a model camp we should have. 
We 
are infavor of throwing the doors wide 
open, and inviting strangers— whether 
showmen, 
mining men or others —to 
come among us and do business. 
What 
we do want is that they come on their 
own 
merits. 
If they 
do succeed 
in 
taking a few shekels from us, what of 
it?. Is that a cause for weeping and 
walling. Rather we should be glad of 
it. We do not believe inthe policy of 
taking all and giving nothing. 
But 
there is one class of show folks which 
we have no use for; probably our co- 
temporary willnot agreo withus. 
We 
refer to those who make a practice 
of 
getting up entertainments with the use 
oflocal talent, and dividing the profits 
withsome local organization. 
Because 
a certain percentage 
of tho recoipts is 
to go for the benefit of some charity, a 
troop of solicitors are turned loose upon 
a weary public with tickets for sale, 
the manager as an additional incentive 
to activity offering a prize to the one 
who succeeds indisposing of the largest 
number of tickets. 


"Itis a divisionand 
sub-division scheme, 
the main chance 
being kept inview allthrough — 


namely 
to rake inthe coin on the popularity of 
local artists for the manager. 
This 
playing the people for suckers 
Is what 
we are down on. 
These 
leeches 
take 
more money out of the town by one 
performance than a dozen of the travel- 
ing shows 
depending .on their own 
merits. 
This mask of charity hiding 
an intensely selfish spiritis deserving of 
censure, and undeserving of support.
